They were to go to a private 
house, and w'hen It wa* opened to 
them, they were to give the Jew ­ 
ish salutation, "Peace be to thia 
house.*’ If the man of the house 
was a t home and w as hospitable, 
they should rest in th a t home, 
'eating and drinking such things 
ss they give; for the laborer is 
worthy of his hire." M eaning th a t 
they earned the hospitality by 
their words and deeds, for they 
w tre to “heal the sick therein, and 
»ay unto them . The Kingdom of 
3od is come nigh unto you." 
If they were not received cor- 
lially, however, the disciples were 
lo shake the dust of th a t place 
.'rom their feet, but they were to 
Distributed by Kl ag Features Syndicate, 


be sure also to say th a t "the 
kingdom of God is come nigh unto 
you.” And "woe unto those cities,"

Chronic Abdominal Pain 
Not an Acute Condition 


Bt LOGAN CLENDENING. M. D. 
PAIN IN the abdomen is one 
of the commonest of all s> nipN>ms 
ar.d is due to a great variety of 
causes. Acute abdominal pain is 
a somewhat different thing than 
a chronic pain. Acute pain th a t 
arrives in the mids*, of good health

the head of the acute abdomen. 
Today I wish to discuss chronic 
abdominal pain which is not too 
severe and which recurs day afte r 
day. 
To fhow how varied the causes 
of this symptom arc, I saw a pa­ 
tient not long ago who had a con­ 
stan t dull pain ail over his abdo­ 
men. There was very little else 
th a t ha complained of and very 
little else that could be found on 
him. 
Lead Poisoning 
Tile cause turned cut to be lead 
poisoning which is a fairly rare 
disease nowadays. It was found 
th a t his occupation was the pecul­ 
ia r one of inserting lead linings 
into caskets. 
A 
distinguished 
Philadelphia 
physician once wrote a 
paper 
called “The 
W est Indies 
Dry 
Gripes,” and dry gripes is a very 
expressive term for the abdominal 
pain of lead poisoning. It is “dry” 
because it is not accompanied by 
a diarrhoea, but by constipation. 
Another 
often 
unrecognised 
cause of abdominal pain is a curv­ 
atu re of the spine which causes 
pressure on the nerve* th a t go out 
under the skin and are distributed 
to the abdominal region. The diag­ 
nostician, who hearing the symp­ 
tom s of abdominal pain, confines 
his attention to the abdomen and 
does not examine the back, often 
loses out on these cases. 
I ommonest Cam* 
I suppose the commonest cause 
of abdominal pain, and one which 
leads to innumerable unnecessary 
operations is simply emotional im­ 
balance. The per&on wdio is chron­ 
ically dissatisfied 
with 
life is 
known as a “ belly acher” and 
quite often these people actually 
have a belly ache which they do 
not realize is due to their dissatis­ 
faction and m aladjustm ent to life. 
Of course there arc many tangi­ 
ble causes of chronic abdominal 
pain :n the abdomen itself. Peptic 
ulcer of the stomach or duodenum 
c lo se t abdominal discomfort, so 
does gal) stones, also gall bladder 
disease. 
The treatm ent of chronic ab­ 
dominal pain depends upon th* 
cause, ai can readily be seen, and 
to determ ine this cause requires a 
considerable amount of diagnostic 
skill but in the present day we 


have many aids and means for this 
diagnosis. Such a patient is usu­ 
ally subjected to a routine exam ­ 
ination with the help of all labora­ 
tory technics and consultants. 
Methods of Diagnosis 
An exam ination of the blood 
will immediately disclose the pres­ 
ence of lead poisoning, whieh 
.<olved the case I mentioned above. 
The X-ray, of course, is a highly 
im portant feature of the exam ina­ 
tion. Exam ination by stomach spe­ 
cialists, rectal specialists and gyn­ 
ecologists all may be necessary to 
help unravel an ousetire case. 
In treatm ent, too, we are pretty 
well fixed to handle these case*. 
The orthopedic surgeon may be 
called in to treat the spine condi­ 
tion and thus serve as a specialist 
on the abdomen. One of the curses 
of our modern situation is the 
readiness with which these pa­ 
tients are sometimes operated on 
without careful consideration of 
exactly what is the m atter. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
M. A. L.: “ W hat causes d im ­ 
ness when one lies down or when 
raising the head or turning the 
head or eyes quickly!” 
Answer: Dizziness of this sort i* 
due either to changes in the a rte r­ 
ies of the brain or changes in the 
equilibrium apparatus of the in­ 
ternal ear. It is possibly due to 
focal infection from bad teeth or 
tonsils. Your doctor could work 
out the cause for you. 


T. Y .:—“Will a young baby boy 
rupture if he cries too much, or if 
you let him cry too long!” 
A nsw er: This is a possibility, 
although a very slight one. lf it 
is possible to stop a baby from cry­ 
ing, it is better to do so. 


R. G.: “ I am interested to know 
about reducing diets — whether 
there is any group of foods th a t 
keep the skin firm and fresh when 
one is on a reducing diet.” 
Answer: If the reducing diet is 
well planned, no that it & balanced 
in the way of vitamins and m in­ 
eral.*, the skin will remain in a 
healthy condition. 


T .;—How can a person tell if 
they have a tapeworm or worms? 
A nsw er: There are no symptoms 
from tapeworms or other large in­ 
testinal worms. The only way it 
can be told that one is harboring 
such parasites is to see parts of 
the body of the worm in the stool.
